[SOUND TREATIES. 
“URGED TO GUARD 
FOREIGN TRADE 


Preference Policy of Allies, If 
Carried Out, Menaces the 
_ Prosperity of U.S. 


New York, Sept. 9.—The National For- 
eign Trade council made public today 
a report on the probable effects of Eu- 
ropean economic alliances upon United 
States commerce, pointing out, among 
other things, that one great need of the 
near future wil) be the education of the 
American public in the importance of 
treaty making, power. 

“More treaty making," the report 
says, “will be in progress in the five 
years after the déclaration of peace than 
in any similar period of the world’s 
history. Many treaties between the 
United States and European govern- 
ments are ancient, with obsolete phrase- 
ology. Even with no European dispo- 
sition to discriminate (against the 
United States), certain changes will be 
inevitable. 

“The state department now lacks, 
but should immediately provide ski!led’ 
resources for the study of the entire 
treaty situation. The education of 
American public opinion to treaty legis- 
lation is imperative. Their parliamen- 
tary system gives European govern- 
ments a superior efficiency in treaty 
making, as compared with the United 
States. 


‘Public Must Back Treaties. 
“The history of commercial treaties 
is marked by frequent senatorial disre- 
gard of recommendations of the state 
department. The necessity of a two- 


‘thirds senate vote for ratification re- 


quires that treaties hereafter be so 
drawn as to. command general approval, 
a difficult task which can be accom- 
pli only by the most careful con- 
sultation of public opinion prior to nego- 
tiation. 

“While some authorities centend that 
the commercial preferences implied in 
the Paris resolutions of the entente al- 
lies are impractical and will flatten un- 
der pressure’ of the dependence of Euro- 
pean nations upon each other, including 
their enemies, the present fact is that 
two economic alliances have already been 
created, for the war abrogated the 
most favored nation relation between 
the powers now enemies.

The 
people ‘who are in favor of a just and 
lasting peace are not in favor of peace 
at all, because under existing political 
arrangements no peace can be lasting 
and no peace can under any circum- 
stances be just. 

The usual recipe for a lasting peace 
seems to be “ Exterminate the Hun.” 
If we exterminate the Hun we should 
probably have to fight our allies on the 
question whether Britain, France, or 
Russia should repopulate and govern 
Hunland. 

Enormous questions would be opened 
by the extinction of any European 
power; that is why Turkey, the sick 
man of Europe, has lived to claim the 
‘two sensationa)] victories of the present 
war over the British empire. 

Even the enfeeblement of Germapy to 
a point at which her power would be 
negligible would create a vacuum in the 
middie of Europe which would certainly 
produce a devastating cycione. We really 
‘must begin to consider something be- 
_yond the immediate satisfaction of our 
pugnacity. .- 

No One Enows What Will Happen. 

Nobody has yet the slightest idea of 
what is to happen to Mesopotamia if the 
allies clear out the Turks. And none of 
these questions admit of a “‘ just ” solu- 
tion; you may place a frontier here or 
there because it is’ convenient, or be- 
cause it is insisted on by some one 
strong enough to hold # against all en- 
croachers, but not because it is just. 

I remember an old Irish inscription, 
“A line drawn from this lamp post 
through the one diagonally opposite is 
the true meridian,’’ patriotically imply- 
ing that the meridian at Greenwich is 
an imposture; and I know that men say 
similar things about the Rhine and the 
Carpathians; but justice is catholic and 
knows nothing of frontiers or of treat- 
ies, brought about by war. 

Heaven itself could not make a just 
treaty between the present belligerents, 
and those who expect mortal diplomat- 

ists to do it are crying for the meon. 
- Besides, only cravens demand an eter- 
nal peace. Unless we drop the military 
- attitude altogether and admit that fight- 
ing, far from being the breath of our 
snorting nostrils and the salvation of 
our souls, is a most unpleasant and ter- 
rifying obligation, we are bouhd in hon- 
or to make peace only on the under- 
standing that we shall be ready to begin 
fighting again the very next day and 
yet again and again without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation to all eternity, if our 
honor and interest demand it. 


Clamoring for Security. 

_ The shameless way in which our funk- 
sters cry aloud that we must kick our 
enemy to death when we get him down, 
and that to allow him to recover his 
breath and have another go at us is mad- 

ness and ruin, robs war of ali its decencies 
and our traditions of all their glory. 

No doubt the clamor for security—for 
meking this the last war—is natural, be- 
cause, as Mark Twain put it tersely, “‘ the 
average men is a coward.” But cowar- 

ice, like seasickness, hase to be left out 
of account while war is inevitable as 
traveling; and, however our knees knock 

‘we must always be prepared to take our 
cowardice in both hands and fight. 

A nation which gives up saying “ We 
always are ready. Steady, boys, steady,"’ 

gnd begins to shriek that, at all costs, it 
must never have to fight again, is evi- 
dently a fiation that can be bullied. Yet 
what is this wer for except to prove that 

. &t is no use bullying us? 

' As, nevertheless, all the big civilized 
communities, however loudly they may 

shout: “ Who's afraid?” are verging hard 
on this inglorious frame of mind and their 
only sincere prayer is “‘ Give us peace in 
our time, O Lord,” the great need of 
the hour is e stateman with character 
enough to point out that all the cards 
are on the table and all the bluffe blown 
on, and with ability enough to take seri- 
ously in hand what Mr. Wells and Presi- 
dent Wilson are urging—to wit: the insti- 
tution ef ae supernational trfbunel and 
legislature. 

Only Alternative te War. 

For thet is the only alternative to war. 
The Fabian society's specifications for 
this structure are, as far as I know, more 
complete, and more carefully discussed 
and thought out than eny other that have 
‘yet been published; and as they do not 
differ from the numerous American and 
Bnglish plans that have been sketched, 
except in respect of their greater elabora-

‘and nationally disinterested thinking on 
which the destiny of European civiliza- 
tion should be discussed. 


German Frankness. 
We must not forget the Germans have 
already a striking advantage in tne 
frankness of the Bismarck tradition, 
That frankness by no means departed 
from the diplomatic tradition of disin- 
genousness to the extent of excluding 
lies, but its lies were real lies, meant 
te deceive, and not absurd attempts to 
whitewash blood and iron, nor gover- 
ness’ lectures on virtuous behavior ad- 
dressed by the pot to the kettle. 
The imperial chancellor, unlike our 
statesmen, catches the ear of Europe 
and America because, with all his con- 
cessions to German patriotism, he talks 
far more about real things than we do 
and calis a scrap of paper a scrap of 
paper. 
In doing this he may be compared to 
a French savate player (uses both feet 
and fists) opposed to an English pugilist. 
The pugilist despises a man who kicks, 
and thinks that the simple counter is to 
seize the uplifted Toot and throw the 
dastardly kicker violently on his back. 
The savate player proffers his toe 
cheerfully, and, when it is duly seized, 
turns his back on the pugilist, drops on 
both his palms, and kicks him decisively 
in the frontal sinus with the free foot. 
the pugilist obligingly supporting the 
other one during the operation. 
Just so does Lord Grey snatch at the 
frankness of Bethmann-Hollweg to 
claim some trumpery moral superiority, 
and thereby not only wastes a great deal 
of time, but presently finds our own 
military necessities (in Greece, for ex- 
ample) enabling his epponent to return 
his moral kick with crushing effect. 

Real Statesman Wanted... 
What we want is a spokesman who will 
never deny, never excuse us, never accept 
a seat in the dock even to secure a ver- 
dict, never bandy abuse, never waste time 
trumping up moral cases, never call his 
opponent a liar with or without an epi- 
thet, and never blanch before a mob, how- 
ever patriotic; one who will ungrudgingly 
make our enemies a present of all the in- 
formation they already possess and all 
the credit they obviously deserve, and 
who will make the gallery play to him 
instead of allowing it to make him play 
to it, whilst compeling the attention of 
Europe and educating both neutral and 
belligerent opinion by keeping hard down 
all the time on the realities of the situa- 
tion and writing across the heavens those 
large issues between democracy and au- 
tocracy without which the war, bulky 
and destructive as it is, has no impor- 
tance and no dignity, for if we are en- 
gaged in a mere junker dog fight it mat- 
ters nothing to mankind whether the bull- 
dog or dachshund be top dog. 

Bound Man in Square Hole. | 
Lord Grey is not this kind of man; that 
much has been evident to all the world, 
not merely since 1914 but since 1906. His 
very virtues are a disquelification for 
his office; he has been the round man in 
the square hole all through. 

Two first rate defenses of him have been 

published; one by Gilbert Murray, the 
other by William Archer—Murrey defend- 
ing him against the accusation of being 
a man of war and Archer against that of 
being a man of peace—and both have suc- 
ceeded so completely that the two together 
have proven how impossible it has been 
for the powers to find out what England 
really meant to stand for or to feel sure 
that she meant to stand for anything. 

Yet I cannot console Mr. Wel by any 
hopes that we shall put the right man in 
the right place. It is the misfortune of 
England that she is still far richer and 
stronger than she need be to hold her 
own. An unsuitable minister does not 
necessarily mean defeat to her; he is 
only a handicap. 

History Repeating Itself. 
Two hundred years ago she won the 
prototype of this war, although every 
word of Swift's indictment of the con- 
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duct of the allies was true. Only, she 
draggeé it on, from sheer incapacity of 
her politicians to end it, for four years 
after she wes ‘offered the terms on 
which she G@nally sheathed the sword. 
And we are likely to do the same again; 
for: Loré Grey and his colleagues seem 
as little able to end this or any other 
war as they were to prevem it. We 
gave them a mighty sword, and they 
had not the nerve to throw it into the 
scale when the beam was still balancing. 
between peace and war. 

When Germany kicked the beam they 
could not help themselves, and now they 
are brainilessly awaiting the upshot of 
the trial of brute force without, as far 
as any of us can see, the faintest pre- 
vision of the dangerous situation in 
which we shall be placed by a victori- 
ous demonstration that we hold the key 
of the world’s cupboard and are too 
lazy to do anything with it but leave 
it to the party politicians as mere spoil, 
to be scrambled for by the winners in 
the demoralizing tossup of a general 
election on our system—which one is 
glad to find Mr. Wells denouncing.

'am unshakably convinced, that “the president’s settlement,” 
‘the so-called “solution,” may last over the elections, but 
not much longet. It is another concession and compromise 
(like Agadir), with no real promise of final .settlement, 
merely a new stage on the long road to the bloodless war. 

In after years our great pacificator will be regarded as 
the man who evaded every sharp issue presented to him for 
decision, handing-on the problems with all their thorns at- 
tached to his successor. His is no way in which to find obt 
the truth between the assertions of the managers and the 
demands of the operatives on the railroads, in the coal 
mines, the steel mills, in any or al! of the vast industrial ma-

The method is all wrong whether the men or the ‘masters 
are right in their contentions. If it is wicked for nations 
to refuse to submit their grievances t. diplomatic inquiry 
and adjustment, as many believe, it is surely criminal for 
any group of citizens in a republic to threaten all other 
citizens with the penalties of war and refuse to arbitrate 
the dispute.

PART from the question of method, however, is the 
real cause of industria] unrest, beneath all pretexts, 
and that is the division cf the profits in co- 
operative protection. It is an eternal question: it 

has been growing more acute ever since modern industrial 
processes superseded hand processes of production. But 
because the problem is chronjc and acute is no justifica- 
tion for giving it up in d ir as beyond the realm of 
human intelligence, which is what both managers and 
men are likely to do. 

Some approximately just basis for the division of profits 
of labor can be discovered by the human mind with pa- 
tience, effort, experimentation, the will to find a way.

England is to cease to be an island. 

The French, of course, have always been willing. There’ has been a 
French company, law, and governmenta] concession since 1875, and 2,000,000 
francs of actual Jigging was done (at Sangatte) up to 1880, under the diree- 
tion of the eminent engineers, Ludovic Breton (brother of the painter, Jules 
Breton) and Albert Sartiaux, chief technician of the Nord Railroad company. 
In England, only recently a house of commons committee, composed of 
sixty Liberals, sixty Conservatives, fifteen Nationalists, and five Labor mem- 
bers agreed ona motion, which wil) probably pass the hose before these lines 
are printed: : 

“Resolved, That present circumstances demonstrate the great advantages 
which would have resulted for the United Kingdom and its allies from the 
existence of a tunnel under the chgnnel. Consequently, it is important that 
the plans be immediately satidonh and the construction of the tunnel be 
undertaken at the end of the war, as soon as the necessary labor can be 


secured,” 
\ 
S the tunnel as early as the great Napoleon. Charles Fox favored it. “The 
union of France and England,” said Fox, “will make for the happi- 
ness of the world.” The rest of England, to a man, opposed it. France again 
proposed the tunnel in the time of Napoleon III., and an English engineer, 
Sir John Hawkshaw, undertook to obtain a British charter, but Queen Vic- 
toria and ber military advisers were hostile, and the Franco-Prussian war 
stopped everything. Then came the French company of 1875, in which the 
Rothsch‘lds and the Nord Railroad company were interested. In 1880 the 
Southeastern Railway company of England came to an understanding with 
them and undertook to get a bill through parliament. Success was in sight.

In 1886 a protocol was actually signed by France and Bngland. Then — 


Wolsiley killei the project with a word: 

. “A tunnel road from France to England,” said Lord Wolsley, “ would 
put England at the mercy of a French invasion. But I would have no objec- 
tion to a bridge.”

Lord Wolsley liked it, and a world famous French engineer, extremely 
well known in America—I refer to M. Philippe Bunau-Varilla—taking a hint. 
from Lon] Wolsley, devised his “mixed passage,” half bridge, half tunnel. 
In the Bunau-Varilla project the bridge would run some miles out into 
the channel from Dover to a species of artificial island of cement and masonry, 
through which railroad trains would slope down into the channel, which would 
continue to France. A few cannon shot could destroy the bridge in case of a 
French invasion. ’ s : 

Ani time has passed. ngland no longer fears a French invasion— 
“20,000 picked French “troéps Uisguised as tourists.” On the contrary, it was 
Germany, in the heyday of her early war successes, which proposed, by her 
engineers, generals, and editors, to “ pierce the tuniel with forced French and 
British labor” and “set up strong German military posts at each end, as 
a guarantce,” once her conquest of the French and English coasts should be 
come définitive. , | 

That settled it fer the British war office. Lord Kitchener, Lord Roberts, 
and Marshal French saw light, as did Paul on the road to Damascus. Imme 
diately they put themselves on record as favorable to the tunnel—without 
Germans, : -

~ HE tunnel, therefore, practically exists. Its length, as traced in modern 

plans, seems to be some thirty miles, but not all under water. [The bee 

lime distance from Calais to Dover is only twenty miles.) The tunnel’s 

cost is estimated at §80,000,000 to $100,000,000, or something like 

$2,500,000 per mile. The piercing of the Simplon tunnel cost $1,300,000 per 

mile; that of the Paris railway tunnel between the Austerlitz and Orsay depots 

$1,650,000 per mile; and the Paris subway between $500,000 and $650,000 per 
mile. 

As to its financial success, it has never been doubted that a railroad tunnel 
uniting the two richest countries and capitals of Europe would pay handsome 
dividends. 

By the tunnel a business man will be able to go and return between Paris

HIS, I think, is the grandest part of the great story. We hear talk about 

the tube, but nothing of it practically gets into the Is it the 

censor? Is it the Bunau-Varilla bridge brought up to date? It is not 

said so. Doubtless: the Bunan-Varilla cement, masonry, and steel piles, 
to carry the tube bridge across the channel over the route discovered by Bunau- 
Varilla as having a bottom almost entirely of “Rouen chalk” (completely

They are 
two great tubes, about one yard in diameter, for passage through them in each 
direction. They are suspended from pillars like lighthouses, alternating red and 
green lights by night and fog, and so a guide and aid to navigation rather than 
a hindrance. | 

Theglaying of the pillars and the suspension of the tubes belong to modes 
of engineering and construction already perfected by long practice. The dis- 
covery of a route of “ Rouen chalk” bottom practically all the way across the 
channel is considered to be a decisive advantage. Modern suspension bridging 
will permit pillars 1,000 yards apart. This means some eighteen pillars in 
depths varying from forty to forty-five yards, two in fifty yards, and the remain- 
der in depths between fifteen and thirty yards, down to ten yards close to the 
coasts of France and England. . 

Now for the pneumatic surprise. We know practically nothing except the 
word “ pneumatic.” It increases the interest. Imagine that the two great tubes 
have been suspended. Later they may be four for increased traffic. They are 
one yard in diameter. 

People will have to cross inside that tube of one yard diameter. How? In 
cars, of course. But who can stand up in a car which is not one yard high? 
Or sit? 

The passengers must sprawl. The passengers will lie on luxurious cushions 
duting the entire trip of twenty minutes (some say fifteen minutes).

ment, but they stood up for corporative independence only 
and were not at all afraid of limiting the fr-edom of the in- 
dividual. They were still less imbued with the notion of , 
religious tolerance. The clergy was ruling tyrannically, 
supported by a docile minority of privileged citizens who 
had to be members of the religious community. In spite 
of that the Puritan cénstitution did not lack a democratic 
element. The idea of the contract is peculiar to Puritan-. 
ism. The congregation exists on the basis of a contract 
which its members have stipulated. This conception gives 

a certain value to the individual, and it was the germ of 

democratic evolution, : 


HE individuatstic idea that, as Goethe has it, “there is 
T a right born with us,” was strengthened in the strug- 

gle with the home government, which leaned on 

written law, authority, and tradition. The liberties 
for which the colonists pleaded originated, so they said, not 
from the monarch or from the parliaments, but from “ the 
great Legislator of the universe.” Therefore the consent 
of the governed, the contract, was to them the necessary 
foundation of any legitimate government. 


When afterwards, in 1787, the colonies resolved to 
strengthen their alliance by a constitution, they abstracted 
from bitter experience the doctrine that every government 
is essentially tyrannical, and that is the reason why they 
carefully restricted the executive power. The only guar- 
antee against despotism seemed to be to transter the power 
to the people. “ Where annual elections end, tyranny be- 
gins,” said John Adams. But we must not forget ghat the 
“people” at that period were nothing but the land owners. 
Even Franklin, in discussing the subject of representation, 
said that “as to those who have no landed property ets 
the allowing them to vote for legislatots is an impropriety,” 
and Hamilton formulated the same opinion still more in- 
cisively. Economical and religious limitations to the fran- 


chise created an oligarchy. 
A Adams and which was the conditio sine qua non for 

the upbuilding of a durable government there began 
under Jefferson (1801-09) the democratic reaction. Jefferson 
was deeply convinced of the fact that all government is an 
evil. According to our modern ideas he was a queer type 
uf executive. He regarded Shay’s rebellion in Massachu- 
setts with great composuré, even with complaisance. (Cf. C. 
E. Merriam’s interesting book, “A History of American 
oo Theories.) “God forbid,” he said, “that we 
should ever ‘be twenty years without such a rebellion.” 
While acknowledging the need of an aristocracy, he distin- 
guished between a “natural” and an “artificial” aristoc- 
racy, this one of birth and riches, that one of parts and 
efficiency. And here again we must remember that this 
stanch democrat lived in an agricultural society, where 
almost everybody was interested in the maintenance of law 
and order because he owned some property. 
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which ig designed by the names of Hamilton and 
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advantageously reserve to themselves a wholesome control 


instantly perverted to the demolition and destruction of 
everything, public and private.” The Americans, he 
thought, will continue to be virtuous and retain their demo- 
cratic form of government as long as they feinain an agri+ 
cultural people; but “ when they get piled upon one another 
in large cities, as in Europe, they will become corrupt, ds 
in Europe.” Hae this prophecy miscarried? The rapid 
industrialization of the United States shows some concomi- 
tants which invite meditation of the great Virginian’s

HE second and much more radical impulse came from 
1 the west. Under Amirew Jackson's presidency 
(1829-37) religious and economical limitations were 
canceled, the tenure of office was shortened, and the 
people elected the magistrates. 

In our own time we see a third wave of radicalism rush- 
ing on. Ty pical of this latest assault of radicalism is the 
attempt to put legislation entirely into the hands of the 
people while eliminating or subjugating the representative 
element. Millions of voters think that the referendum, the 
initiative, the recall are necesary and will prove useful. 
They have no confidence in the legislators, they do not be- 
lieve in their intellectual superiority, in their moral integ- 
rity, and they despair of improving the quality of the avail- 
able material. So they prefer to give the power to the 
masses themselves, which cannot be bribed or intimidated, 
but, as I beg to add, can easily be hoodwinked or cheated. 

This little retrospective excursion proves that we have 
gone from theocracy to oligarchy and from oligarchy to 
democ Where are we going tow? That is, as Fal- 
staff says, @ question to be asked. 

Aristotle, the founder of political theory, distinguishes 
three forms of government—monarchy, aristocracy, democ- 
racy. Each of these, he says, has its perekbasia, ite carica- 
ture into which it is apt to degenerate. Monarchy, the rule 
of oné, becomes tyranny (tyranis); aristocracy, the rule of 
the noblest, deteriotates into oligarchy, the rule of the few; 
democracy, the rule of the people, is supplanted by ochloc- 
racy, the rule of the mob.

Wheat trading yesterday was erratic, 
although prices ranged lower most of 
the day and finished practically at bot- 
tom levels. Resting spots showed de- 
clines of 2%@2%c. There was heavy 
local selling toward the finish, influ- 
enced materially by Winnipeg advices 
stating that thrashing returns were com- 
ing in much better and that the move- 
ment was increasing. News from 
abroad was rather disturbing, and 
Broomhall’s advices indicated that for- 
eign buyers are inclined to limit their 
purchases, pending developments in the 
Balkans. 

Selling pressure was heavy. at the out- 
get, many who bought wheat late Fri- 
day letting go because they were dis- 
appointed in the government report. 
Others were of the opinion that the 
crop losses were discounted by prevail- 
ing prices, and th»re was also @ ten- 
dency to reduce risks over Sunday in 
fear of unfavorable developments. 


Northwest Situation Bullish. — 

Analyzaticn of the crop situation in 
the northwest proved more bullish than 
the government figures indicate. B. W. 
Snow, in a special report, says that the 
northwest has never before faced such 
a condition and that the mills in that 
section annually grind more wheat than 
will be available this year. Export 
gales of 700,000 bu wheat were reported 
at ine seaboard, most of it gulf wheat 
at big premiums. Local shipping sales 
were 15,000 bu. Seaboard clearances 
were 1,306,000 bu. Export and foreign 
interests were credited with buying 
wheat futures here yesterday. 

Liverpool spot wheat was 2@3d high- 
er, while the cargo market there started 
74%@09d higher and finished 6d higher. 
Broomhall reports India and Australia 
offering more freely. Primary receipts 
for the week totaled 9,474,000 bu, 
against 11,210,000 bu a year ago. Min- 
neapolis wheat stocks increased 250,000 
bu for one day. 


Corn Prices Sharply Lower. 

Corn displayed pronounced weakness 
and closed 1%@2c lower. Most of the com- 
mission houses had corn for sale and 
there was also considerable local pres- 
sure, the chief selling inducement being 
the fact that the government report 
showed more corn than was generally ex- 
pected. The weakness in wheat also de- 
pressed the market, as did the limited 
shipping outlet as a result of car scar- 
city. The trade had more reports from 
Iowa and Illinois points showing corn to 
have many barren stalks and poorly filled 
ears. ry

Denab is on the zenith at 9 o'clock. It 
is physically the largest of the three 
suns, Denab, Vega, and Altair, which 
form so conspicuous a triangle over- 


head. The diameters of these monsters 
Denab, 50,000,000 miles; Vega, 36;- 


are: 
000,000 miles, and Altai, 12,500,000 
miles. To compare them with some oth- 
er suns; in the double star Algol we find 
the larger star to have a diameter of 
1,400,000 miles and the smaller com- 
panion 860,000 miles, while our own sun 
is 880,000 miles across. The three stars 
first mentioned are some of the giants 
of the sky, but we fail to see them as 
puch because of their great distance 
from us. 

Do not imagine from this array of fig- 
ures that our sun is of inconsiderable 
pize, for the sky has its pygmies as well 
as its giants, as, for example, Diemos, 
one of the moons of Mars, whose diam- 
eter ig scarcely ten miles. In fact, the 


majority of the heavenly bodies are too 


faint to be seen with the unaided eye. 


Only the blazing giants attract the eye 
at first glance. There are millions of 


stars visible with a telescope, but only 
about 3,000 possible at one time to 
unaided eye. |

Utilizing Eggg White. 
CORRESPONDENT writes: “Fre- 
quently I make a salad dressing 
which calls for two egg yolks, 
and the whites are often wasted 

for the want of knowing what to 
do with them. Can you tell me of some 
simple, easily made dessert? Perhaps 


portions of the egg would be appre- 
clated.”’ 

Similar requests not being infrequent, 
perhaps a new article on this subject. 
would be appreciated. Our owl auek’ 
gest many ways 
using the whites. On the other hand, 
we are not as cosmopolitan in the use 
of the yolks in many things as other 
nations are, so that when we have 
leftover yolks from cake we do not 
know what to do with them any more 


than when we have whites. We do not. 


use them to thicken soups and sauces, 
as do the French and others, and we 
use the whole egg in custard. 

In fine cookery, soups and sauces are 
rarefy thickened with flour or other 
starchy stuff, but always with egg yolk, 
the soup poured over it in many cases. 
In such cookery the egg yolk alone is 
used for all custards and scooked 
creams, the latter being the basis of 
many elegant desserts, unfrozen and 
frozen. | 

All the cold sauces like mayonnaise, 
itself a basis sauce of many possible 
and hot sauces, both sour 
and sweet, are thickened with egg yolk 
and nothing else. Hollandaise (hot) 
sauce, called outside of Holland in 
other parts of Europe Dutch sauce gen- 
erally, is one of the sour sauces and 
foamy sauce, originating in Itatly under 
the name of gabaione, is one of the 
sweet egg yolk sauces. 

In foreign cookery one of the ways of 
utilizing egg white, which keeps far 
better than the yolk, is to use them for 
cakes like the lady finger, the whole 
class of which are called “ biscuits,’’ or 
“bispuits"’ in foreign cookery. In a 
little Italian cooking school I saw these 
one day made of some leftover whites, 
sugar, flour, and flavoring. Another 
day they sweetened and flavored the 
egg whites, poached them in milk, then 
thickened the milk and poured it over 
the cooked whites to make what we 
would call a snow pudding. 

In one of my German cook books, 
under a lot of recipes grouped under 
the title of egg (das el), there is a 
recipe the literal translation of which 
is “milk soup with egg white dump- 
lings,” but it is nothing more than our 
snow pudding, although the variations 
of it suggested are not familiar in our 


oe 


«4 cookery. One of these is that before 


the eggs are poached in the milk, an 
ounce of elder flower blossoms should 
be cooked in it, allowed to cool, the 
whole then strained and heated for 
poaching the spoonfuls of béaten, sweet- 


} ened, flavored egg white. There are other 


suggestions. One is that the egg white 
be cooked or poached in thé plain milk, 
heaped up in a dish, and served with a 
fruit sauce. In the first or main part 
of the recipe it says thicken the milk 
with egg yolk, or instead with potato 
starch, using vanilla sugar for flavor. 

In German cookery there are not a 
few other ways of using egg white. 
The term egg snow is used in these 
books to save telling that the egg white

these there is a recipe for whipped egg 
whites sweetened and flavored with 
Agmon and served in-giassea-with a 
good deal used with gelatine in such a 
thing as a “zephyr cream,” which is 
much like a moussé. We would hardly 
favor flavoring these with peppermint, 
yet one recipe calls for this and as an 
alternate gives “any strong liquor.” 

Auything with the name “ torte” orig- 
inated in Germany, and not long ago I 
received a request for a ‘“‘chaume torte,” 
which is the way some have spelled the 
German “schaume torte!l’’ Alas, I 
could not remember at that time that 
this recipe appears in German as “ bai- 
sertorte,” baiser being kiss. Now, I 
have tried out a recipe for “‘baisertorte” 
from one of the German books, and be- 
sides that Mrs. Lillian Ross has con- 
tributed her recipe for ‘‘ schaume torte.” 

As everybody knows, kiss in cookery 
is another name for meringue, the lat- 
ter term being used in general for a 
kiss of a rather large size filled with 
whipped ¢ream or ice cream. The larger 
a kiss or meringue is the more likely it 
is tc have a marshmallow like center. 
A schaume torte is a largé meringue 
baked in a ring or torte mold and filled 
with whipped cream. 

Now, as everybody knows, it is not 
an easy thing to cook a meringue ae it 
should be ccoked—that is, dried out. A 
great brick oven after the other baking 
is done and the heat is a great deal 
reduced is what the proféssional baker 
user. The German recipes emphasize 
that all the heat must come from the 
top and none from the bottom. 

In discussing egg whites, after going 
to the cook books of several nations it 
is hard to know where to stop. But 
one German point is worth marked at-| 
tention. In a German article about the 
beating of egg white emphasis should be 
placed on the fact that the air in the 
room must be clean and pure. Did you 
ever taste a bakery angel cake that 
had almost a doughnut favor? Dough- 
nut cr other frying is #6 often done in 
bakeries that I can get ite flavor in 
nearly everything made there, Even 
the egg white used to glaze the buns 
will absorb it.

Two eggs whites beaten stiff, one 
scant cup of flour, a half teaspoon of 
salt, and a scant cup of milk or just 
enough to make the desirably thin bat- 
ter. Heat waffle irons siowly, turn bat- 
ter dough as fast as you can, turning 
the iron just before and then imme- 
diateiy after the batter is on.

If there 
is any chance of burning cakes, turn 
every half minute. Rlowly heated irons 
carefully greased and never washed 
bake without trouble. 

Mra. Ross’ Schaume Torte. 

For sixteen people: Whip eight whites 
for one-half hour and gradually add to 
them two and one-third cups of fine gran- 
ulated sugar, one scant half teaspoon 
salt, one tablespoon vinegar, and one ta- 
blespoon of vanilla. Put in quite hot 
oven, turn out one burner, and bake for 
one hour. When ready to serve take off 
ring, break down top, and cover with 
whipped cream, and then with fruit if 
you will—strawberries in strawberry 
time. Of course the vinegar helps to 
stiffen the torte. 

Baiser or Schaume Torte, 

Beat four egg whites fifteen minutes, 
then beat into them a little at a time one 
cup of sifted finest granulated sugar and 
finally a teaspoon of vanilla. Butter a 
torten mold or ring, which is a tin plaque 
with a tin ring which shuts around it and 


fastens with two wires. If you have not 
such a ring thake one of stiff paper and 
set it in a straight sided Washington pie 
tin. It will be all the better if there is 
the arrangemerit by which the cake is 
loosened frotn the bottom. Smooth the 
top as you do an icing, or put the prepara- 
tion In little knobs to make a symmetrical |

oven, leave fire as it is five minutes, then 
turn as low as possible and leave in oven 
for one hour, or longer if you want the 
center dryer.

Vast Area for Farming.. 

Rampart is about one-third of the 
way south from the international boun- 
dary, about half way between Fairbanks 
and the arctic circle, and is in the 
heart of the Yukon-Tanana agricul- 
tural district, the lower part. of which 
will be thrown open by Uncle Sam's 
new railroad, now building to Fair- 
banks. 


The agricultural experts state their 
lowest estimate of the available farming 
lands in the Yukon-Tanana region is 
4,500,000 acres. Théy do not take in 
the vast area of the Yukon flats, where 
they say farming is possible, and they 
omit about 50 per cent of the. 7,000 
square miles of the lower Tanana bot- 
toms. 

The government experiment station is 
just across the river from. Rampart. 
The farm lies on rolling grounds that 
slope gently up from the river, and the 
home of the farmer, Mr. G. W. Gasser, 
is a pretty one story cottage with a 
glass porch at the front. Below the 
house is a sloping garden, and behind it 
and at the right and left are something 
like forty acres of experiment crops. 


Road Divides Old and New. 
We landed on the bank of the Yukon 
and walked across the 
house, The land on the right of the 
road was intensively cultivated, while 
that on the left was as nature made It. 
The latter.was covered with moss and 
muck. A little farther back were trees 
and bushes. On the right, near the 
river, we passed a field of barley, the 
grain of some parts of which was fully 
six feet in height. The stalks were still 

green, but they were well headed out. 
I stepped into the field with Mr. 
MacPherdon, the secrecary of thé Alaska 
bureau at Seattle, and Mr. William H.
